single fares from either city to thi 
far end ‘of the bridge, and. two years 
after the completion to grant single 
fare privileges throughout both 
cities ‘ 

If this arrangement is accepted by 
both councils it will be submitted to 
the Strathcona ratepayers early in 
the New Year 

Mayor Lee took the ground that th

DISSOLVES PARLIAMENT 


The Machinery of Election in Brit. in 
is Interesting and Comolicste4— 
Has Been in Vogue Since 1816, 
When Union Act Was Passed. 


The cable has alread\ told us ‘hat 
the dissolution of Parliar ent of Great 
Britain and Irelend willMake place 
on aJnuary 8 There are many peo- 
ple who want to know why the dis: 
solution is delayed. 

The explanation is simple. It is 
with the object of carrying the actual 
political fight over the Christmas 
holidays and so avoid as little disot 
ganization of business as possible. 

he proclamation of the King dis 
solving Parliament will be couched 
in quaint old-fashioned phras ology 
and will intimate that His Majesty 

“being desirous and resolved as soon 
as may be to meet our people, and to 
have their advice in Parliament, cd 
hereby make known to all our loving 
subjects our royal will and pleasur: 
to call a new Parliament, and to here 
by further declare that with the aa 


Viee of our Privy Council we have 
given order that our Chaneellor in 
that part of our United Kingdon 


called Great Britain, and our Chap 
cellor of Ireland do res pectively ff 
January 8 issue out writs in due tore 
and according to law for calling 
new Parliament.”’ And then the proc 
lamation will go gn to state that “Th: 
Logds Wpigi‘ual and ‘temporal ané 
Commons, who are to serve in the said 
Parliament, are to give their attend 
ance in our said Parliament on Fe> 
ruary 14 

Meanwhile the first Parliament of 
King Edward’s reign remains in ex- 
istence. The standard works of: re 
ference describe it as his s?*cond 
Parliament, but this is erroneous, for 
he ruled during the first few ye ar 
following his accession with the fit 
teenth Parliament of Queen Victoria 
and the first general election of hi 
reign took place at the beginning of 
1906. Strictly speaking, the first Par- 
liement is still in existence. It 1 
merely prorogued. Prorogation dif 
fers from mere adjournment, for 
whereas the latter is an act of the 
houses of Parliament themselves 
Wiech are enpiney independent o 
one enother in the matter, proroga 
tion is en act of the sovereign, affect 
ing both houses. 


In this instance the  prorogation 


will be followed by a royal procla- 
mation for the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment whereby “the Lords spiritua 
and temporal, and the knights, citi 
zens, burgesses and the commission 
ers for shires and burgs of the Hous 


of Commons are discharged from their 
meeting.” This proclamation is or- 
dinarily issued on the same day as 
thet cslling for the new general elec 
tion. 
Clean Sweep of Both Houses. 
The proclamation dissolving Parlia 
ment mekes a clean sweep or the ex 
istence of both houses. The Privy 
Council, of which the Cabinet is 4 
committee, temporarily takes the 
place of the legislature, and the Mi n 
isters, strictly speaking, derive 
authority not from Parliament, sine: 
the latter no longer exists, but from 
the Privy Council, which is appoint- 
ed by the monarch on his accession, 
and brings its mandate t 
with his death.
